The Lim ited, it was said, missed a 
stop signal when th e express was 
forced to pull into a siding because 
of engine trouble and crashed into 
th e rea r end of the sta n d in g train. 
T hree sleeping cars w ere telescoped 
and the fourth overturned. 


Several bodies w ere 
taken 
from 
th e telescoped cars. 
P ractically ev­ 
ery occupant of the sleepers was in ­ 
jured and it was indicated the death 
list would grow.

Je n n in g s B ryan 
evangelist, by Clarence D arrow in 
the D ayton evolution trial. 
It did 
not progress far enough to get into 
salient facts w hich Reed was seek­ 
ing— questions of how much the drys 
spent in th e Pennsylvania prim aries. 
W heeler did not have a record of 
th e financial activities of the league, 
and he gave only the 1925 estim ate. 
Reed dem anded th a t he w ire offi­ 
cials of the league who had th e books 
and furnish the com m ittee w ith a 
report on every cent th a t cam e In 
and w ent out since 1920.

Nine of the dead, including

children, were taken to the morgue 
at Latrobe. 
The injured were taken to a L at­ 
robe hospital as soon as relief train s 
sent to the scene could move them. 
P relim in ary investigation in d icat­ 
ed, railroad officials said, th a t the 
wreck resulted when th e crew of the 
C incinnati train missed a stop sig­ 
nal set on the tracks after engine 
trouble had forced the P ittsb u rg h - 
W ashington Express to pull into 
a 
siding. 
Most of the passengers were asleep 
when th e crash came. 
The engine of th e C in cin n ati train 
roared suddenly out of th e darkness 
and before it could be b ro u g h t to a 
stop, stru ck the sta n d in g train , tele­ 
scoping three sleepers and derailing 
a fourth. 
H ardly a passenger on those cars, 
according to reports received at rail­ 
road h eadquarters, escaped w ithout 
at least some m inor h u rt. 
T here were scream s for help and 
confusion as th e passengers s tru g ­ 
gled to free them selves 
from 
the 
wreckage. 
A relief train was soon speeding, 
to the scene from Pittsburgh, 
In the m eantim e uninjured passen­ 
gers, largely from 
the 
Cincinnati 
train, and those of the trainm en who 
were not hurt, bent to the work of 
rescuing. 
Five bodies w ere

one car not long after the wreck.

(Continued from Urge I) 
special which bore the nine visiting 
cardinals from New York to Chica 
go, moved slowly down a lane of 
cheering thousands, some standing, 
others kneeling in reverence along 
the right of way.

ed to a halt at 9:45 A. M. at a 
specially constructed platform along 
the shore of Lake Michigan. 
Cardinal 
Bonzano, 
the 
highest 
Catholic dignitary ever lo tread Am 
crican soil, stood on the observation 
platform with a group of other card 
Inals bowing graciously to the huge 
throng 
that 
gathered 
about 
tin 
t rain. 
As the first cheer swept over th* 
huge crowd which had assembled at 
every vantage point overlooking the 
tracks, steam whistles in the 
rail 
road yards, fog horns out on the lake 
boats and chimes on 
all 
Catholic 
churches in the city started echoing 
the welcome of Chicago to the high 
est. Catholic churchman ever to visit 
the city. 
At the station high 
church men 
including George Cardinal 
Munde 
loin, archbishop of Chicago, 
stood 
waiting for arrival of the train. 
When the* luxurious red train was 
brought to a stop a few churchmen 
garbed in somber black alighted am 
they were followed by the papal le­ 
gate. 
His red robes gleamed through th* 
mist and fog which hung threaten 
I ugly over the city.
